UPDATE ON OUR VOCA GRANT. WE ARE ON TRACK TO MEET ALL OF OUR GOALS 

WITHIN THE CONTRACT FOR VOCA AND I JUST WANT TO HIGHLIGHT A FEW 

THINGS THAT WE ARE SEEING THIS YEAR. WITH THE ASSISTANCE OF OUR VOCA 

GRANT, WE ARE IN THE PROCESS OF CREATING A SOFT INTERVIEW ROOM AND 

A PLAY AREA FOR THE VICTIMS AND THEIR CHILDREN TO COME INTO OUR 

OFFICE AND HAVE A MORE COMFORTABLE SETTING TO TALK WITH THE 

PROSECUTORS IN OUR OFFICE.  

 

UNFORTUNATELY, WE HAVE SEEN A 24% INCREASE IN DOMESTIC VIOLENCE 

CASES SO FAR THIS YEAR. SINCE MARCH OF THIS YEAR WITH THE PANDEMIC 

WE HAD TO PREPARE OVER 250 PROTECTIVE ORDERS OR NO CONTACT ORDERS 

FOR DOMESTIC VIOLENCE AND SEXUAL ASSAULT VICTIMS. WE HAVE ALSO 

SEEN AT 15% INCREASE IN CALLS THROUGH SEPTEMBER OF THIS YEAR AND WE 

STILL HAVE MORE TIME TO GO.  

 

I KNOW THE COURTS AS YOU’RE AWARE, HAVE SHUT DOWN BASICALLY SINCE 

MARCH, BUT THIS HAS NOT STOPPED OUR WORKLOAD FROM INCREASING. WE 

ARE SEVERELY UNDERSTAFFED. WE CURRENTLY HAVE TWO FULL-TIME 

EMPLOYEES THAT ARE PAID FOR BY THE COUNTY AND ONE VOCA GRANT 

EMPLOYEE AND WE’RE CURRENTLY SEARCHING FOR SOMEONE TO FILL THAT 

POSITION. WITH THE ADDITION OF ALL THE NEW PROSECUTORS IN OUR OFFICE 

THAT HAS SIGNIFICANTLY INCREASED OUR WORKLOAD AS THEY ARE MORE 

CAPABLE OF HANDLING THEIR CASES, THEY NEED OUR ASSISTANCE MORE SO 

WE ARE TRYING TO IMPLEMENT A VOLUNTEER PROGRAM AND WE’RE 

WORKING HARD TO FIND VOLUNTEERS THAT CAN ASSIST US IN OUR ROLES, BUT 

THEY CANNOT MAKE UP OR REPLACE A TRAINED VICTIM COORDINATOR TO 

ASSIST THEM THROUGH THIS PROCESS.

THEIR BOARD SAID THIS IS THE KIND OF AREA THEY WOULD LIKE TO HOLD IN

PROCESS TO SET THE PUBLIC HEARING WHICH IS REQUIRED SO YOU GET ALL 

OF THIS PUBLIC INPUT BEFORE ANY DECISION CAN BE MADE WITH REGARD TO 

DISPOSAL OF AN INTEREST IN THE SIGNIFICANT PARCEL OF REAL PROPERTY 

SUCH AS THIS ONE. ALL OF THE DETAILS OF THE CONSERVATION EASEMENT – 

ALL OF THAT WOULD BE WORKED OUT LATER AND ADDRESSED BUT THIS JUST 

SETS THE PUBLIC HEARING DATE SO THAT THE PUBLIC HAS THE OPPORTUNITY 

TO PROVIDE INPUT. 

 

COMMISSIONER IVIE - I BELIEVE THIS IS THE PROCESS. I BELIEVE THIS IS A 

PUBLICLY HELD PIECE OF PROPERTY AND THE PUBLIC HAS AN OPPORTUNITY 

AS WE MAKE DECISIONS, TO COME FORWARD AND SUGGESTION OPTIONS - THE 

PUBLIC CAN COME FORWARD AND SAY YES OR NO. THEY CAN GIVE SOME INPUT 

DURING THAT PUBLIC HEARING AS TO WHAT PARAMETERS THEY WOULD LIKE 

TO SEE.  

 

IN RESPONSE TO YOUR QUESTIONS COMMISSIONER AINGE, THIS IS THE 

PUBLIC’S OPPORTUNITY TO COME AND VOICE THEIR OPINIONS AND IDEAS.  

 

BILL, IT GETS THE PEOPLE YOU’VE SPOKEN WITH AT THE MAYOR’S OFFICE AN 

OPPORTUNITY TO PUBLICLY ADDRESS THE REST OF THE PUBLIC, SO 

EVERYBODY KNOWS THE THINGS YOU’VE BEEN DOING AND WORKING ON IN 

THE AREA IN THE PUBLIC FORUM. IT’S NOT A BINDING DECISION OF ANY KIND.  
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DAVE SHAWCROFT - THIS IS THE PROCESS THAT’S SET OUT IN STATE LAW AND 

IN THE COUNTY CODE.  

 

COMMISSIONER LEE - I’M NOT ARGUING THAT PROCESS ON A LEGAL BASIS. 

TYPICALLY THOUGH, WE WOULD PULL THIS IN FOR A CLOSED MEETING 

DISCUSSION AND IN THAT CLOSED MEETING DISCUSSION I WOULD HAVE HAD 

THE OPPORTUNITY TO SAY THAT I HAVE BEEN WORKING WITH PROVO CITY 

AND SOME OF THE LANDS GOING UP THAT CANYON AS WELL AND WITH PROVO 

CITY AND OTHER INTERESTED BODIES THERE.  IT MIGHT BE NICE TO HAVE A

AND THERE’S JUST BEEN A LOT OF CONVERSATIONS THAT HAVE HAPPENED 

OVER A PERIOD OF TIME THAT GET THROWN OFF. I WOULD RATHER GO THIS 

WITH PROVO CITY, AND THEY’RE OPEN TO SOME OF THE STUFF THAT I THINK 

WE’RE LOOKING AT UP THERE ON THE FOOTHILLS  AND UP THE CANYON, BUT

COMMISSIONER IVIE - I DON’T SEE IT AS A ONE-OFF, FEEL LIKE THIS IS THE 

LEGAL PROCESS FOR AN OPEN PUBLIC PROCESS. I DON’T SEE IT AS ONE-OFF. 

 

COMMISSIONER LEE - IT’S JUST NOT COORDINATED WITH OTHER INTERESTED 

PARTIES AND DOING THE SAME THING  

 

COMMISSIONER IVIE - I’M NOT ALLOWED TO COORDINATE WITH YOU BY LAW. 

THAT’S WHY YOU AND COMMISSIONER AINGE BOTH SAW THIS NOW BECAUSE 

ACCORDING TO THE UTAH OPEN PUBLIC MEETINGS ACT, WHICH I BELIEVE WE 

SHOULD ADHERE TO, I’M NOT ACTUALLY ALLOWED TO COORDINATE WITH 

YOU ON THIS UNTIL IT’S AN AGENDA ITEM.  

 

COMMISSIONER LEE - WE COULD HAVE BROUGHT IT INTO A CLOSED MEETING 

TO HAVE PRELIMINARY DISCUSSION ABOUT IT. WE TALK ABOUT DISPOSAL OF 

PROPERTY ALL THE TIME IN CLOSED MEETINGS.  

 

COMMISSIONER AINGE - ON THAT NOTE DOES IT MAKE SENSE TO TABLE THIS 

ITEM? 

 

COMMISSIONER LEE - I WOULD LIKE TO HAVE A TABLE JUST FOR FURTHER 

DISCUSSION. AND IF YOU WANT TO GO TALK WITH THE MAYOR’S OFFICE AND

PROPERTY OR DISPOSAL OF PROPERTY UNLESS WE’VE ALREADY DECLARED IT 

SURPLUS WHICH IS THE REASON WHY WE HAVE TO GO THROUGH THIS 

PROCESS THE WAY WE ARE. THIS PROPERTY HAS NOT CURRENTLY BEEN 

DECLARED SURPLUS AND THAT’S WHAT THIS PROCESS WOULD DO - NOT TO GET

LANDOWNERS WHICH IS BASICALLY PUBLIC - BEING PROVO CITY AND I DON’T 

SEE ANY REASON WHY WE CAN’T HAVE A CONVERSATION ABOUT WHAT THAT 

LOOKS LIKE SO THAT WE CAN BE ON THE SAME PAGE.  

 

COMMISSIONER IVIE - WE CAN HAVE CONVERSATIONS WITH PROVO AND I ALSO 

THINK WE CAN HAVE A CONVERSATION WITH THE PUBLIC THAT OWNS THE

ROBERT JOHN STEVENS, PROVO RESIDENT – I’M IN MY 36TH YEAR AS A 

PROFESSIONAL AND THIS YEAR I WAS LUCKY ENOUGH TO GET A JOB AS A 

PROGRAMMER AT A MICROSOFT. YOU KNOW FOR ONLY $300 YOU CAN BUY 

YOURSELF A LAPTOP AND LEARN HOW TO PROGRAM AND ACTUALLY YOU CAN 

LEAN HOW TO FOR FREE AND THEN YOU SPEND $300 AND YOU BECOME A 

PROGRAMMER. HOWEVER, IF YOU WANT TO GO AND FARM HERE IN THIS 

COUNTY, IT’S A LOT MORE EXPENSIVE. I’M IN MY 16TH YEAR NOW OF TRYING TO 

BECOME A FARMER. I ORIGINALLY PURCHASED 103 ACRES WITH MY LIFE’S 

SAVING. I HAVE SPENT OVER $2 MILLION  NOW ON DEVELOPMENT BECAUSE 

AFTER I HAD MY LAND, I WAS TOLD I COULDN’T JUST HOOK UP SOLAR – I HAD 

TO GET ELECTRICITY. THAT WAS WAY MORE THAN I CAN AFFORD.   

 

ALL OF HAVE HEARD ABOUT THE EARLY UTAHNS WHO ARRIVED HERE AND FOR 

A $1.25 THEY WENT AND PAID THEIR SURVEYOR AND THEY MOVED ON TO THEIR 

LAND AND WENT TO WORK. NOW WE HAVE ELECTRICITY AND ROADS AND 

SEPTIC SYSTEMS, SO WE CAN’T JUST MOVE ON TO OUR PROPERTY. IN OUR 

SITUATION NOW,  NOT ONLY DO WE HAVE HALF THE AMOUNT OF LAND, WE 

HAVE PUT IN A HALF MILLION-DOLLAR ROAD, ALL THE LOTS HAVE POWER AND 

NATURAL GAS. YET, IT STILL, BECAUSE OF GOVERNMENT REGULATION COSTS 

$56,000 MORE IN EXPENSES PER LOT. THE AVERAGE CITIZEN HERE IN THAT 

COUNTY WOULD BE LUCKY IF OVER A DECADE THEY WOULD SAVE $56,000. I’D 

JUST LIKE TO MENTION SOME OF THESE. WATER RIGHTS IS THE MAJORITY. 

BETWEEN $4,000-4,500 AN ACRE FOOT. FOR A 5 ¼ ACRE LOT YOU NEED TO HAVE 

ROUGHLY 9-ACRE FEET. HOW CAN WE MANDATE 9-ACRE FEET WHEN A HOME 

ONLY NEEDS ½ ACRE FEET? WHY NOT LET A PERSON MOVE ON TO THEIR 

PROPERTY WITH THE ½ ACRE FEET AND DRINK AND HAVE ALL THE WATER 

THAT THEY NEED FOR THEIR HOUSEHOLD AND THEN AS THEY OBTAIN MORE 

MONEY FOR WATER RIGHTS OR THEY CAN BUY MORE WATER RIGHTS. SINCE 

THE COUNTY SPENDS $100 MILLION AND SPENDS NO THAT I KNOW OF, ON 

ROADS OR BRIDGES OR WASTEWATER TREATMENTS SYSTEMS, EACH OWNER 

HAS TO BUILD HIS OWN WASTEWATER TREATMENT SYSTEM FOR A COST 

BETWEEN $30,000-$60,000. A WELL COST PROBABLY ABOUT $10,000 BUT THERE 

ARE FEES IN THERE AT THE AMOUNT OF ABOUT $9,000 WHICH ARE MOSTLY 

APPLICATIONS, TESTS AND SO FORTH.  
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I’D LIKE TO HAVE A DISCUSSION AND SEE IF WE CAN REDUCE SOME OF THESE 

THINGS AND MAKE IT EASIER. THE GOAL SHOULD BE THAT SINCE INDIVIDUALS 

ARE NOT ABLE TO BUILD MASSIVE WASTEWATER TREATMENT SYSTEMS, THAT 

IF IT’S NOT THE RESPONSIBILITY OF GOVERNMENT, THEN IT SHOULD BE THE 

RESPONSIBILITY OF THE GOVERNMENT TO AT LEAST ORGANIZE SOMETHING 

WHERE THE PEOPLE WHO WANT TO MOVE ON TO THEIR LAND CAN GO OVER 

TIME, HELP OTHERS TO HAVE A WASTEWATER TREATMENT SYSTEM WHERE 

WE HAVE SEWER.  

 

SECONDLY, A YEAR AGO, WE WERE CHARGED $69,000 WHILE WE WERE IN THE 

PROCESS OF CONSTRUCTING A ROAD FOR ROLLBACK TAXES. WE HAD 

ATTRACTED RANCHERS EVERY YEAR THAT WE OWNED THE PROPERTY EXCEPT 

FOR THE YEAR THAT WE BUILT THE ROAD. WE HAD SEVERAL WHO SAID THEY 

WOULD COME BUT THEY DIDN’T AND SO WE WERE CHARGED $69,000 IN 

ROLLBACKS AND THEN I APPEALED IT TO THE BOARD OF EQUALIZATION AND 

THEY APPROVED IT AND THEY SAID IF I GOT THE CONTRACTS IN PLACE, I’D BE 

OKAY AND I DID. THE ASSESSOR APPEALED IT TO THE STATE OF UTAH BUT ALL 

BUT ONE LOT, AND SO THE COUNTY OWES ME $10,642.51. IT’S BEEN OVER A 

YEAR. I’VE EMAILED AND CALLED, AND I JUST GET THE RUN AROUND.  THAT’S A 

LOT OF MONEY. IT’S HELD US UP ONE MORE YEAR OF NOT  BEING ABLE TO GET 

SUBDIVISION APPROVAL AND A LOT THAT WE CAN ACTUALLY LIVE ON. I JUST 

LIKE TO HAVE SOME HELP ON THIS.  I DON’T WANT ANYMORE RUN AROUND. IF 

THIS WAS WALMART OR COSTCO, YOU WOULD HAVE YOUR MONEY INSTANTLY 

AND SINCE A LEGAL HEARING WHERE COMMISSIONERS APPROVED OUR 

REQUEST, I CONSIDER THAT A PROMISE. I THINK IT’S FAIR TO JUST WRITE ME A 

CHECK AND LET ME GO AND DO SOME MORE IMPROVEMENTS.  

COMMISSIONER LEE – YOU SAID WE APPROVED? 

 

ROBERT JOHN STEVENS – YES, ON THE 4TH OF SEPTEMBER OF LAST YEAR IN THE 

BOARD OF EQUALIZATION YOU APPROVED TO NOT CHARGE ME ROLLBACK 

TAXES ON ALL 11 LOTS.  THE ASSESSOR APPEALED YOUR APPROVAL, ALL BUT 

ONE LOT AND SO ONE LOT HAS FALLEN THROUGH THE CRACKS. THAT WAS A 

LOT THAT AT THE TIME I WAS SELLING. I GOT A CALL AND THEY SAID THAT 

THERE WAS A LIEN ON THE LOT.  THAT’S WHEN I FIRST LEARNED ABOUT THIS.  

SO, UNDER PRESSURE I PAID THE MONEY.  I APPEALED IT AND YOU APPROVED 

IT AND SO I’D LIKE TO HAVE A REFUND ON THAT.  

 

I’D LIKE TO SEE A LARGE WASTEWATER TREATMENT SYSTEM IN THE COUNTY 

CONSTRUCTED. WHAT THE PUBLIC DOES NOT UNDERSTAND IS WE HAVE THIS 

MASSIVE HOUSING CRISIS WHICH EVERYONE UNDERSTANDS. I’M SURPRISED 

HOW MUCH WORSE IT IS IN THE LAST YEAR BUT 96% OF THE PEOPLE LIVE IN 

4% OF THE LAND WHICH IS ALL INCORPORATED CITIES. OUR COUNTY IS 2,000 

SQUARE MILES YET EVERYONE IS FORCED INTO THE CITIES. IT USED TO BE 

EVERYONE’S ATTITUDE WAS I’D LIKE TO HAVE ALL THIS LAND AROUND ME BUT 

THE PROBLEM IS NOT AS THE CITY OF PROPERTIES HAVE INCREASED IN VALUE 

SO HAVE THE SURROUNDING LAND IN THE COUNTY SO THE VALUATIONS NOW 

FOR THE LAND IN THE COUNTY IS AT $25,000 PER ACRE IF YOU’RE ABLE TO EVEN 

PURCHASE AT THAT. IF YOU WANTED TO BUY A 5 ¼ ACRE LOTS AT $25,000 PER 

ACRE OR MORE THEN YOU HAVE TO GET WATER RIGHTS AND BUILD A ROAD 

AND BRING IN POWER AND DIG A WELL AND DO ALL THESE THINGS. I THINK 
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INSTEAD OF HAVING ALL THESE REGULATIONS, THAT WE JUST TAKE A 

DIFFERENT APPROACH. I’M NOT SURE IF YOU UNDERSTAND THAT BUT IN HIGH 

TECH, WE DON’T HAVE REGULATIONS. WE DO HAVE STANDARDS AND WE ALL 

GO AND MEET AND DISCUSS AND MAKE STANDARDS AND THEY’RE ALWAYS 

EVOLVING BECAUSE OLD STANDARDS ARE THROWN AWAY AND NEW ONES ARE
